THOSE WAR DEBTS 
Fo r y ears and y ears, Finland has been the o nly 
co u ntry that has seen fit to pay o n its war debts 
to the United States. Ou t o f the dismal swamp 
o f Eu ro pe, where lo ans are speedily co nv erted 
into g u ns and po iso n g as, there has been o nly 
o ne brig ht spo t as far as we are co ncerned. Little 
Finland, who is mo re anx io u s to u tilize any 
fu nds she po ssesses to ward cu ltu re and repay ­ 
ment o f o blig atio ns, has nev er failed to send her 
du es back to where they came. 
And no w Hu ng ary , no lo ng er the g reat and 
mag nificent Hu ng ary o f pre-war day s, bu t a small 
natio n hemmed in and besieg ed by the g ro wling 
Fascist States, has also sho wn an inclinatio n o f 
pay ing her debts to u s. It is tru e that the pay ­ 
ments are no t larg e eno u g h to stag g er the 
Treasu ry , bu t they will serv e as a practical 
ackno wledg ement o f a lo ng -standing o blig atio n. 
The first pay ment is to be made o n December 15, 
and will amo u nt to $19,656, which is no t a g reat 
deal, bu t which is co nsiderably mo re than a lo t 
o f o ther Eu ro pean co u ntries hav e do ne. 
Finland’s pro cedu re has been co nsistent and is 
indicativ e o f her willing ness to meet her ju st 
o blig atio ns, bu t what o f Hu ng ary ’s co u rse? Is 
she seeking to co ncrete her friendly relatio ns 
with the United States in o rder that she may 
hav financial su ppo rt in the ev ent that so me 
co u ntry decides to declare war o n her? A mo v e­ 
ment at this time o f restlessness, when the wo rld 
seems to be g o ing mad, to pay o ff a fractio n o f the 
debts has the ring o f enig ma. W hat’s behind it?
